1945. 

3) Mrs. Rathe ^eisenhaus, Wilhelm Weisenhaua, and .al:raud 
Eckart, Essen, I, ecklenbeckweg 5a, according to which 
Braschoss has stayed at Essen-West, i.ecklenfceckweg 5a, 
from 7th July,1945, to 12th July,1945, 7 o'clock in the
